Declares Troops Should Be 
Trained in Anticipation of 
Ships to Forward Them. 


WAR OUR JOB, HE SAYS 


Sneaking Hope for Peace by Ne- 
gotiation Is One Obstacle 
to Victory. 


By WILLIAM H. TAFT. 
(By Courtesy of the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger.) 
PHILADELPHIA, March 8.—The 


other day in the Senate objection 
was made to a further draft because 


we had not the ships to send abroad. 
From a source close to the adminis- 
tration comes,the estimate that the 
greatest number of fighting men we 
shall have in France during the 
war will be 500,000. 
mean 1,000,000 or 1,250,000 in all; 
that is, fighting men and auxiliaries. 
Such a point of view and such an 
estimate should give us the greatest 
concern. They argue a failure to 
appreciate the real duty of the 
United States in this war. 

That duty was described in brave 
words by President Wilson in his 
earlier messages. He defined the 
only kind of victory we would be sat- 
isfied with, the only kind which 
would not be our defeat. Are we to 
depart from this purpose? Are we 
to be content with an’ inconclusive 
peace, or is our goal the same now 
as it was in January? 


Why Allies Welcomed Us. 

Why was our entrance into the 
war hailed with such delight by our 
allies? It was not because we could 
carry on a joint debate with the 
German and Austrian Chancellors. 
It was because of our declared pur- 
pose to wring rea! victory from the 
Fiohenzollern and his Potsdam gang 
and because we had the money, the 
food and other resources and the 
man-power to achieve that purpose. 
It was confidently and _ properly 
thought that we would use all the 
strength we had and by giving to 
the allies the predominance we thus 
could give them we would end the 
militarist domination of Germany. 

It was perfectly clear that we 
could not prepare for the exertion 
of full war power in a year. - Two 
and perhaps three years we needed 
for this. Our enormous capacity 
when fully employed, whether in the 
building of ships, the making of 
guns and ammunition or the train- 
ing of men, we can hardly measure. 
But we do know that if we begin 
now with the purpose of using that 
full capacity this war can only have 
one end. 

We should raise an army of not 
less than 5,000,000 men. Those 
whom we cannot send over now we 
can train fully on this side, for we 
can feed them -here with less effort 
and cost during their training pe- 
riod. When our ships are built we 
can then send men fit to go from 
the landing to the trenches. We can 
make their readiness for war syn- 
chronize with the additions to our 
transports. In the meantime, our 
experience and our defensive facili- 
ties against submarines will have 
reduced the loss of ships. If we thus 
make our preparations square with 
the possibilities of a three years’ 
war, we shall grow stronger than 
Germany by arithmetical progres- 
sion. 

Says Wo Must Win This Fight. 

In the outset the danger was of a 
loss of morale by our allies and of a 
German victory before we could. get 
into the fight. That danger seems 
to have passed. The deadlock on the 
western front bids fair to continue 
until we can greatly predominate in 
man power. The quicker we act on 
this view the speedier and more cér- 
tain our victory. The evidence of 
our pushes in our preparations will, 
in itself, stimulate our allies and dis- 
courage our enemies. The draft act 
must be amended to carry out such 
preparations. The nation and the 
world must be told what is to be 
done. Our people must give up the 
notion that somebody else is to fight 
this war for us. It is our job. It 
should call out all that American en- 
ergy of which we hear so much in 
speeches, which we now have great 
opportunity to prove 

The one obstacle in our pursuing 
this certain course to victory is the 
benumbing effect of a sneaking hope 
among our people that we can satis- 
factorily end the war by negotiations 
with Germany and Austria. Support 
has been lent to such a false impres- 
sion by the trend of our continued 
discussion with the Central Powers. 
The action of Germany and Austria 
toward Russia should at once and for 
all time bring this to a close. The 
spirit of world conquest still clearly 
controls their policy. Their lust for 
territory and dominion shows in 
their every step. The fate of Fin- 
land, Lithuania, Esthonia, Poland, 
the Ukraine and the Bolshevik! and 
of what is left of Russia is damning 
proof of the hypocrisy of Germany. 
Their control over Russia, acquired 
by the peaceful but treacherous dis, 
integration of an ignorant army led 
by dreaming fools; is now attributed 
by the Kaiser jointly to the German 
arms and God. 

Are enemies like these to be treat- 
ed as worthy to propose terms of an 
honorable and just peace? Can we 
be content to rely on their good faith 
to preserve it? No; we must gird on 
our armor. We must face a long 
war. We must measure our prepara- 
tion by our capacity. Only in this 
way can we do the work which fate 
has cut out for us.

This regiment, one ef the first 
four to arrive in France, had been 
billeted in a village which, to give 
it @ name the censor won't disap- 
prove, I'll call it Mudwille. In and 
about Mudville it spent the summer, 
learning all the French can teach 
about up-to-date warfare. Toward 
the end of October it went to finish- 
ing school in =the trenches, sand- 
wiched in among French _ troops. 
Thence, after the stipulated period 
of front-line instr uction, it returned 
to Mudville, there to remain, in_a 
state of feverish expectancy, until 
along about the first of the year. 

Then things began to move. Bulky 
‘automobiles, containing bulky Gen- 
erals with critical eyes, stopped at 
regimental héadquarters almost dai- 
ly. New officers took the places of 
old ones’ not quite big enough for 
their jobs. Companies were brought 
up to full-strength by drafts from 
the replacement division, and the 
regiment's “veterans” were expected 
to show these rookies of the Na- 
tional Guard and the National Army 
what was what. Brigade and divi- 
sion maneuvers on an imposing scale 
were carried out with increasing fre- 
quency. Kits were inspected with 
closest attention to every detail, new 
‘uniforms and equipment were doled 
out liberally, and teeth and feet be- 
came matters of keen curiosity to of- 
ficers. 

Finally, toward the middle of Jan- 
uary, the news spread that’ the day 
was close at hand. In the words of 
; one doughboy,-reported to me by the 
brigade commander by whom they 
were overheard:, ‘“‘We'’re about ready 
to leave off teaching officers and be- 
gin fightin’ them blankety blank 
‘Bushes.’’’ The business of packing 
up followed. Bayonets were sharp- 
ened with gleeful zeat,. fond 
wells exchanged: with “petite aimes”’ 
of Mudville, and local shops and 
company stores were emptied of all 
the candy and other luxuries they 
contained. 

Orders Withheld to the Last. 

Not until the night before did or- 
ders from the brigade stating the 
day and hour of departure and the 
route to: be taken reach the Colonel. 
Battalion and company commanders 
had. put everything: in. readiness for 
the hike; however, and there was no 
delay in carrying. out instructions. 
Promptly at“7:30 a. m. on Jan: 15, 
the regiment was drawn up in com- 
pany formation in the company 
streets, and just half an hour later, 
following a\brief final inspection by 
the C. O., it got under way.

blowing, a chill rain was falling and 
every inch of the road was coated 
with ice, hard to stand upright on 
and harder still when you fell on it. 
A Mudville patrician stood nearby. I 
asked. him What he thought of “‘les 
Americaines.”’ 

“They have become real soldiers, 
these big boys.”’ he observed. “One 
couldn’t have found a worse day for 
this business in the last 25 years, yet 
they make nothing of it.” 

The old Frenchman's pride in the 
regiment he had come to Know s0 
well led him to exaggerate a bit. The 
doughboys didn’t ‘‘make nothing” of 
the weather; in fact, they made con- 
siderable of it in the cussing line. 
The becalmed mariner, the passen- 
ger in the snowbound train, the mar 
caught in the rain with a new silk 
hat could all take tessons from the 
—. —-th infantry in the science of 
swearing at the weather. But the 
hike had to be made, and so, ‘after 
the regimental repertory of deroga- 
tory epithets—a long and compre- 
hensive one—had been run through 
a few times, abuse of the elements 
gave way to philosophical endurance. 

Hike Like Learning to Skate. 
It was a wonderful hike. Have 
you ever marched 10 or 15 miles 
with a 60-pound pack on your back 
and a riflé on your shoulder even 
under the best of weather condi- 
tions? If so, maybe you can form a 
faing conception of what the — -——th 
infantry went through on Jan. 15, 
1918. If net, you won't be able to 
get even the glimmer of an idea of 
what it was like. Keeping step was 
impossible, of course, and there was 
only a bluff at maintaining columns 
of four. Every movement on the 
treacherous ice was as perilous as 
learnig to skate. In the first 5600 
yards not a man except the mounted 
officers escaped a tumble and lots of 
them went down agatn and again. 
Yet it was rare for anyone to fall 
out, and stragglers were few. With 
it all, the progress made was re- 
markable, and the temper of the 
men—after the first outburst of 
cussing—admirable. 

Wagon trains and motor trucks 
had as bad a time of it as the men 
on foot, The mules were splendid, 
Sliding along in apparently haphaz- 
ard fashion they managed to hold up 
where a horse would have given up 
the struggle forthwith. The narrow- 
ness of the road increased the diffi- 
culties of navigation. I counted six 
four-mule teams in the ditches bor- 
dering the road in the first mile out 
of Mudville. Squads had to be de- 
tached fromthe companies to get 
them out and to gather up the sun- 
plies and’ hagsase strewn over the. 


lan 
Not’ many days before the nay 


ment had been brought up to its full 
war strength by drafts from the re- 

placement division - down in the 
‘isle toutes of France. There were some 
Ved arr these “rookies,” ane probably

‘1200 of them were National Army 


men. Some of the selective draft 

rewcomers had reached France only 

a few weeks before. Their training 

had barely begun— bout all they 

knew was the manual of arms, when 
they. were called upon to make this 
hike. 

How Recrult Reviewed Trip. 

They did admirably. I picked 
them out from among the séasoned 
troops by their headgear. They were 
the only men wearing the old cam- 
paign hat, officially- banished into 
the limbo/of: beloved tradition: The 
stack of new forage caps had been 
insufficient to supply the. needs of 
the new arrivals. At the end of the 
first hour’s marching, during a ten 
minute breathing spell, I discovered

“Ever hike as far as this before ? 

I asked.

POLICE SUPPRESSION. 

One hundred and thirteen strikers of both 
sexes, mostly girls, were arrested for parading 
without a permit, which had been refused by 
Secretary Findly of the Board of Public Service, 
on the recommendation of Chief of Police Young. 

The charges against these persons were dis- 
orderly conduct. The dismissal of the cases by 
the Police Judge indicates that there was no merit 
in the charges. The testimony of the police point- 
ed to the conclusion that the alleged disorder 
consisted in marching in groups on the sidewalk 
from store to store and to strikers’ headquar- 
ters, which is a legal right. 

The significant point is that the charge of dis- 
order upon which the arrests were made, caus- 
ing the greatest disturbance, was the direct result 
of a refusal of a permit to parade. In short, the 
public disturbance was caused by the attempted 
suppression of an orderly demonstration. 

It is the duty of the police to suppress disorder 
and to arrest all disorderly persons, but the worst 
possible policy is that of suppressing orderly dem- 
onstrations and interfering with personal rights, 
on the theory that disorder might arise from them. 
The police should act only when disorder occurs, 
or when mobs assemble, or there is imminent 
danger of disorderly mobs. The police should 
never interfere with the clear rights of persons or 


onstrations. 

Strikers, in common with all groups of citizens, 
have a right to meet and participate in demon- 
strations, so long as they obey the laws, refrain 
from violence and interference with the rights 
of others. Police suppression, except for viola- 
tions of law and order, invariably results in re- 
volt, disorder and violence. It fills the jails and 
clogs the courts to no purpose. 

The policy of free speech and orderly demon- 
stration should be sustained by the municipal 
authorities empowered to act. If it is given up to 
ill-advised police action we shall rapidly reap 
the harvest of violence which follows unwarranted 
suppressive measures. 
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A news dispatch says: “As the Bulgarians 
live principally on bread, cheese and sour milk, 
they have little to complain about.” If that sort 
of diet eliminates complaint we might try it on 
some of our partisan kickers. 
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THE MOST AMERICAN CITY. 
St. Louis as well as Cincinnati is still referred 
to frequently along with Milwaukee as one of the 
“German” cities of America, 
There was a time when the reference was justi- 
fied by the fa That, although the city re- 
mains the headquarters of many religious and 


settlers, it is no longer accurate is due to shift- 
ings in population typical of American cities. 
The large percentage of German residents re- 
sulting from the great inrush of German immi- 
grants just before and just after the Civil War 
has steadily declined because of decrease in those 
coming here from Germany and increase of native 
Americans coming from other sections of the 
Union. 

Figures compiled by the Chamber of Com- 
merce show that St. Louis has but 6.9 per cent of 
persons of German nativity and Cincinnati 7 
per cent. The percentage in both cities is ex- 
ceeded by that in Chicago, Buffalo and Detroit. 
The Milwaukee percentage is 17. 

St. Louis is not only the least German of the 
large Western cities, but it is the most American 
of all the great centers of the United States. Its 
percentage of all foreign-born residents is only 
18, while that of New York, Boston and Chicago 
is 85, that of Cleveland 34 and that of Detroit 
33. The impression that it is largely dominated 
by influences having their origin in the German 
element is simply a survival of an idea that had 
some basis of truth in the time of our fathers and 
grandfathers. Most of the “Germans” we have 
are Americans.

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PROHIBITION PARTY’S WIND-UP 

As a consequence of the national Socialist gath- 
ering in St. Louis last April, of which Morris Hill- 
quit, later nominee of his party for Mayor of 
New York, was temporary chairman and which 
adopted an anti-war platform, several attached 
and unattached groups of political thought met 
in Chicago in the following October to form a 
new party. 

The chief initiative was taken by Socialists in 
violent protest against the St. Louis declaration, 
later approved in a party referendum vote. How- 
ever, the representatives of a number of other 
groups were enthusiastic participants. 

A remnant of the Progressives, whose main col- 
umn had been shepherded back into the G. O. P. 

Single 
Taxérs, who had previously confined themselves 
to academic propaganda, thought it a good time 
for practical political action and sent delegates. 
The country was startled by a report that a num- 
ber of powerful Prohibition leaders had also par- 
ticipated in the movement, prohibition and So- 
cialism having previously been regarded as hope- 
lessly incompatible and irreconcilable. 

The merger organization of incongruous ele- 
ments and principles took the name of the Na- 


maintain their own organization, as they have for 
the past half-century, or whether they should dis- 
solve and unite permanently with the new Na- 
tionalists has since been the principal issue of 
discussion in the party. A national Prohibition 
convention at Chicago decided after two days’ 
deBate this week not to dissolve, but only be- 
cause of the necessity for a two-thirds vote. A 
majority favored the plan, most of whom, in- 
cluding the national chairman, will act in the 
future with the Nationalists. Nearly a dozen of 
the state Prohibition organizations will disband 
and affiliate with the Nationals.

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NEED OF SKILLED GARDENERS. 

In his address on Thrift Gardens, Dr. George T- 
Moore of the Missouri Botanical Garden empha- 
sized the need of knowledge and experience in 
gardening, if the time and labor expended are 
not to be wasted. He said: 

Gardening is a profession, and it takes all 
the theory and all the exp@é@rience that can 
be acquired to make a success of the busi- 
ness, Are we entrusting our munition mak- 
ing or shipbuilding to inexperienced volun- 
teers, who, because of their desire to do 
something, seek a visible evidence of help- 
ing to win the war? 

The importance of food, moré food, and yet 
more food is constantly being impressed upon 
us. The fundamental necessity of increasing 
and conserving the supply is daily reiterated, 
and yet we are planning to leave at least the 
vegetable side of the question to a group of 
enthusiastic but, for the most part, incom- 
petent, if not ignorant, volunteers. 

With gardening, as with farming, we cannot 
expect to increase production if the task is left 
to unskilled, inexperienced persons.’ Neither en- 
thusiasm nor physical strength can take the 
place of the work of the skilled gardener. 

What is the Government doing to insure the 
country against a depletion of men skilled in 
gardening? The farms have been stripped of 
thousands of experienced young men. Are the 
skilled, experienced gardeners also to be taken? 
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We are asked to send to the Library War Serv- 
ice all books for which we have no further use. 
How would pocketbooks do?

As the war continued the taste 
of the Germans turned to somber, 

tragical and almost sinister plays. 
Only a death on the stage seemed 
to bring a ray of animation to the 
stolid bovine faces of the audience. 
In my last winter in Berlin the hit 
of the season was “Erdgeist,”’ a. play 
by Wedekind, which as 
Awakening” was given in New York 
in the spring of 1917, and horrified 
and disgusted the most hardened 
Broadway theatergoers. The prin- 
cipal female role was played by a 
Serbian actress, Marie Orska—very 
much oh the type of Nazimova.

eminence in Military affairs reached 
by subjecting the mags of the people 
to the brutal, boorish noncommis- 
sioned officers and the galling yoke 
of a militaristic system. 


Culture of German Jews. F 


Substract the German Jews and in 
the lines of réal culture there would 
be little of the real thing left in Ger- 
many. Gutman, Bleichroeder, Von 
Swabach, Friedlander-Fuld, Rathe- 
nau, Simon, Warburg in finance; 
Barchardt and others in surgery, and 
almost the whole medical profession; 
the Meyers, the Ehrlichs, Bamberger, 
Hiugo Schiff, Newburger, Bertheim, 
Paul Jacobson, in chemistry and re- 
search; Mendelssohn, Wagner. etc., 
in music; Harden, Theodor Wolf, 
Georg Bernhard and Professor Stein 
in journalism. 

But why continue? About the only

a few years ago lived under restric- 
tions that had survived from the 
Middle Ages. They were not allowed 
to bear Christian names. The marri-

lands. They were not permitted 
to engage in agriculture and 
could not become members of the 
guilds or unions of handicraftsmen. 
When a Jew traveled he was com- 
pelled to pay a tax in each province 
through which he passed. Jews at- 
tending thé fair at Frankfort on the 
Oder were compelled to pay a head 
tax, and were admitted to Leipsic 
and Dresden on condition that they 
might be expelled at any time. Berlin 
Jews were compelled to buy annually 
a certain quantity of porcelain, de- 
risively called ‘“Jew's porcelain,” 
from the royal manufactory and to 
sell it abroad. 

' When a Jew married he had to 
get permission and an impost was 
paid on each member of the family, 
while only one son could remain at 
home, and the others were forced to 


seek their fortunes abroad. The Jews 


could worship in their own way, in 
some states, provided they used only 


two small rooms and made no noise. 


The reproach that the Jew is not 


a producer, but is a mere middleman, 


taking a profit as goods pass from 
hand to hand, is handed down from 
the time when Jews were forbidden 
by law to become producers and, 
therefore, were compelled to become 
traders and middlemen, barred from 
the guilds and from engaging in the 
cultivation of the soil. |

| American Wounded Get Fine Cats 


O American soldier who has the 
misfortune to be wounded in 
France will suffer from lack 

of care, as reports show that the 
médical branch of our army is splen- 
didiy equipped for its work. In- 
deed, an injured man will probably 
receive better attention than he 
could secure at home, for many spe- 
cialists of national reputation, be- 
sides some of the best women nurses 
are serving as volunteers im _ the 
military hospitals. 

A careful system for handling the 
disabled has been worked out. Ifa 
soldier receives a wound in the 
trenches it is dressed at once from 
the first-aid kit, a small tin case 
which every man carries. Stretcher 
bearers or his comrades then assist 
him to the first-aid dressing station, 
usually a dygout and often within a 
hundred yards of the fighting line. 
A hammock stretcher has been de- 
vised for use in narrow, winding 
trenches. 

The medical officer at the first-aid 
station gives the wound @ more care- 
ful dressing, injects anti-tetanus in 
rum and telephones for an ambu- 
lance. The latter comes as close to 
the front as is possible, always a 
dangerous service, as German flyers 

: both ambulances and hospi- 
tals as fair targets for their bomba. 

The wounded mian is taken to the 
field hosptta], four or five miles to 
the rear, and his injury is inspected. 
If an operation is imperative, it is

turing plants are having excel- 
lent results in utilizing refuse as fuel 
to produce steam, special burners be- 
ing employed for the purpose, says 
Popular Mechanics. One textile mill 
obtains all the steam required to rut 
its machinery by burning shoddy 
waste. By using some of the steam 
to provide a forced draft the burning 
eapacity of the refuse can often be 
increased 60 per cent. Where the 
amount is small it supplies fuel for 
a water héater.
